We should recall - we should be reminded - by all means, ladies

The Nationalist Defense Ministry says Chinese Communist jet 
fighters have been spotted near the Quemoy offshore islands for the 
past two straight days. 

The U.S. Army has moved in new armored equipment to reinforce 
its *f,000-man garrison in Communist-threatened West Berlin. 

Peter Nikitin, Soviet Deputy Director for Economic Affairs, is 
Damascus for talks on Russian economic aid to the Syrian region of 
Nasser's so-called United Arab Republic of Syria and Egypt. 

General Charles de Gaulle's government of Prance has just stunned 
Frenchmen with a new austerity program of what it calls "truth and 
severity" and what it will mean in terms of higher prices, lower 
s ubsid ies and frozen wa ges for the average Frenchman. 

The average Frenchman has reacted as if he had been pushed into 
a cold shower - it might be good for him but in has made him shudder. 

In one swoop over the week-end de Gaulle and his finance minister, 
small businessman Antoine Pinay, devalued the French franc by 17.55 
per cent, unfroze franc exchanges abroad and lifted quota restrictions 
90 per cent on France's trade with Western "European nations. 

Today Pinay announced the price. 

Starting January 1, for example, Frenchmen will pay roughly 10 
per cent more for cigarettes, wine, coal, railroad tickets, gas, and 
electricity - either because of higher taxes or because government 
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price subsidies had been removed* 

Automatic cost-of-living wage increases were abolished for all 
but the lowest paid French workers* 

Half a million workers earn only the minimum wage of 1^9.25 
francs an hour, which is about 30.2 cents. Starting February 1, they 
will get a five to six per cent wage boost. The other workers will 
have to get by on their present pay. 

Farmers will lose $75,000,000 a year in subsidies and higher 
social security costs, 

France's businessmen will be exposed for the first time in 
generations to real competition from abroad. 

For Americans and other foreigners in Paris - for the time being 
at least - the devaluation of the franc was a boon, however. The 
tourist will get exactly 73*70 francs more for each dollar's worth 
he buys in France, 

Thus, until the inevitable price hikes catch up with tourists, . 
they will find goods and services in France 17«55 per cent cheaper 
than they were before this week-end. 

The -aim of the reform program - the most-drastic since~1928 in 
France - was to get France ready for the European common market. 
The common market starts taking effect oh New Year's Day with a 10 
per -cent reduction in tariffs among its member countries - France, 
•West Germany, Italy, Belgium, the Netherlands and Luxembourg, 

Within V$ to 18 years, if the plan works, these countries will 
form a single, tariff -free economic bloc as important as the United 
States or Russia, 

De Gaulle had to act decisively or watch France price itself 
out of the common market. 

Previous French governments had devalued the franc seven times 
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since World War II. But they never had the power that de Gaulle has 
.to enforce the austerity measures that went with devaluation. The 
upshot always was another round of inflation. 

But now Prance has found what can will be a savior in Charles 
de Gaulle and of course, the Communists - against who de Gaulle has 
ever worked - are most unhappy.
